The Commodore remained perfectly conscious 
to the last moment of his life, and died almost 
without a struggle. 

Ever since esday it hos been apparent to 
his dectors that his hours were nu bered, and 
that, at the most, he could only live a few days 
or a week. 

At 4o’clock this morning his condition be- 
came „ a and he expreseed a desire 
to see the v. Dr. Deems, his spiritual ad- 
ver. The latter arrived in a few minutes, and 
Commodore Vanderbilt said: “I think I am 
nearly gone. Doctor.“ 

Dr. Deems prayed by the bedside of the dying 
man, and then some members of the famil 
sang a few hymns in low tones. The m 
seemed to soothe the sufferer. 

All his family were sent for during the night, 
and when he died they were besite his bed. 
His eldest son, William H. Vanderbilt, arrived 
soon after midnight, and remained to the end. 
All of his daughters were present, and his wife, 
who has been present by his bedside during the 
entire period of his sickness, was at her post as 
usual. Drs. Lindsley and Elliott were also in 
attendance. They warned both Commodore 
Vanderbilt and his friends to expect the worst. 

The news of his death spread rapidly, and 
very many friends called at the house this morn- 
ing and sympathized with the mourners. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Jr., arrived just before his 
father died.

COMMODORE CORNELIUS VANDERBILT. 

The old Commodore who so long has wrestled 
with death has at last succumbed, and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, millionaire and railroad magnate, is 
no more. He died at 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in New York, at his residence on Washing- 
ton place.

I think the famous Harlem corner arose from 
some action on the part of the Common Council. 
About 1863 thé Common Council ssed an ordi- 
nance authorizing the road to continue the track 
down Broadway, with some branch roads. An effort 
was made to have it confirmed by the Legisjature, 
but that was not accomplished. After that an effort 
was made to reconsider the action of the Common 
Council, and in the expectation that they would 
reconsider there were many sales made. I don't 
remember what operators were concerned. There 
were probably fifty people largely interested. The 
stock advanced from about 78 or 70, I think, to 
about 220. The Commodore, I suppose, had most 
of the stock. Throagh his management and ex- 
ence he made the railroad property very valua- 
le, so that in 1864 or 1865 it began paying 8 per 
cent dividends, and continued to return that rate 
of dividend until the time it was leased to the Cen- 
tral, about three years ago. 

In 1864 he bought a large interest in the Hud- 
son River Railroad, and two years after became 
its President. He double-tracked the road, and 
soon after relaid it with steel rails. He built 
the St. John’s Park Depot, and put a third 
track on a part of the way running north from 
Tarrytown. When he took hold the capital of 
the road was $5,000,000, and this he doubled in 
1866, the addition to represent the improve- 
ments made. In 1867 he entered into the man- 
agement of the New York Central Road, and 
once more we quote from the communication of 
the same operator: 

Erastus Corning had been President and Henry 
Keep had succeeded him, and 1 think that Henry 
H. ter was President for a time, and that he 
remained in that position for the frst year after the 
Commodore went in. When the Commodore 
bought Central it was selling for 95 or 98; Hudson 
River, when he went into it, was selling at from 
109 to 140; there was a great deal of fluctuation in 
it. I don't think they paid anything§out scrip divi- 
deuds of 10 — cent; there were no cash dividends 
paid until after the Commodore went in; but the 
change in the management caused the stock to ad- 
vance. In 1862 or 1863 it was selling for 25 
or 28. When the Commodore took hold 
itadvanced very rapidly in two. or three years. 
The Hudeon River bridge was built in 1867 by the 
Hadson River Railroad Company, the Boston & 
Albany, several other companies, and a few stock- 
holders.. The Commodore began to improve. the 
Central property, putting down steel rails, so that 
in December, ined, the famous 80 2 cent scrip 
dividend was issued. That dividend was to repre- 
sent the Improvements. It immediately started 
the price up to about 160 with the ecrip. It sold 
before that time at 120, 128, and 130. After the 
issue of th scrip in 1869 the stock went up to 215 
or 216, ack Frioay, of course, brought it down. 

In the winter of 1868-69 the Central and Hud- 
son River Roads were consolidated under the 
name of the New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Company, with Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
President, and William H. Vanderbilt, Vice- 
President. The roads were double-tracked from 
Rochester to the Suspension Bridge, so that 
there were practically four tracks from New 
York to the Lake and Niagara River. After 
Mr. Clark's death in, 1873, he was made Presi- 
dent of the Lake Shore Road, and, to the time 
of his death, controlled it and managed it, be- 
sides having partial control of the Michigan 
Central and Great Western Roads. With refer- 
ence to his operations since 1878, it has been 
said of him by a prominent Wall-street broker: 

I don't believe that Mr. Vanderbilt has been en- 

im what you might call a stock speculation, 
tis, carrying a large amount of property on 
borrowed money, since 1573. I think that, if he 
had made a success at his Western Union o tion 
that telegraphing would have been a great deal 
cheaper, and that it would have assumed the char 
acter of a postal telegraph. I think one of his ideas 
was that people should write letters by verogte h. 
[eu to-day that he is worth $100, "000. 
If he could have carried out all his views with re- 
gard to Western Union, that would have afforded a 
place for his surplus capital. 

With regard to his real wealth the New York 
Tribune says: 

He is willing enough to be considered worth 
$100, 000, 000, but the exact s will never be 
known outside of his family. if he can avoid it. 
The actual value of his estate cannot even be esti- 
mated. To say that he is worth from forty to sixty 
millions of dollars is as near as any outsider can 
getatit. The market value of the stock owned by 
him must be taken into account, together with the 
general depreciation in all kinds of business, 
which must necessarily affect the property and real 
estate of these railroads and depreciate the worth 
of the franchise. 

Commodore Vanderbilt has had nine dauch- 
te and four sons, the eldest of whom, Mr. 
Wiliam H. Vanderbilt, has been the main de- 
indence of his father in his vast business. 
is first wife died several years ago and in 1868 
he married Miss Crawford, of Mobile, Ala., a 
lady who has been described asa type of the 
best class of true American women. The life 
of such a man, of course, is crowded with inter- 
esting incidents, illustrating his peculiar habits, 
proclivities, and characteristics, which must be 
reserved for another time. In his keen business 
perceptions, his far-sightedness, bis strong com- 
mon sense, his accurate knowledge of men, and 
in his executive ability as well as in the accumu- 
lation of wealth, he was the representative man 
of this country. 


INCIDENTS. 
THE COMMODORE’S LOVE OF HORSES. 

His fondness for horses and for fast driving 
was as great as for the more quiet relaxation of 
whist. Harlem lane, when it was the lane, saw 
him almost daily; since it became respectable 
and ruined as St. Nicholas avenue, he has not 
often been on it—less, however, because of in- 
disposition of mind than dis position of body. 
He was always a very fast driver, and few oth- 
ers than Robert Bonner with Dexter could pass 
him with either Post Boy or Mountain Boy. His 
driving sometimes partook of recklessness, and 
more than office ne was thrown from his wagon. 
His friends were anxious about him, dut 
few dared venture to suggest to him 
more cate or less rapid driving. It 
has often been told with great circumstance, yet 
probably with little accuracy, that Richard 
Schell owes his financial ruin to the Commo- 
dore’s prejudice against him for daring to fol- 
low him on his drives, with the humane purpose 
of taking care of him. Some years ago, this

One day Beker drove the horse past 
the clubhouse while the Commodore 
was standing in the door. ‘fhe old 
man called out to him, “Frank, what 
are you driving my horse so fast and run- 
ning him for“ Baker pulled up bis horse and 
came back to the club-house, and began abusing 
the old gentleman at a round rate. The Com- 
modore did not reply to him. Baker taunted 
him on his Pacific Mall business, but the Com- 
modore did not reply. The next day, however, 
Vanderbilt took s pains to ascertain how 
Baker was situated in regard to Harlem Rail- 
road stock, his intention being to “twist” him. 

The Commodore had a great liking for the 
society of horsemen. When railroad business 
was not pressing, he preferred to sit down with 
such horsemen as Samuel McGaughlin and 
Hiram Woodruff and talk about horses than to 
sit down with more cultivated people, because 
he could not elaborate upon any topic. The 
horse question consisted in opinions rather than 
arguments, and he would give his opinion on a 
subject, and that would end the matter so far as 
he was concerned. , 

HIS FONDNESS FOR CARDS. 

Commodore Vanderbilt never permitted his 
feelings to get the better of his opinions or his 
judgment. No man was less governed by his 
feelings in his stock or pecun operations. 
He always said that a man was a fool to allow 
himself to fight, or to quarrel, or to call names, 
and that no business man ever did this. He 
was always very fond of cards, whist, and 
“point euchre.” He never played poker or 
gambled at the farotable. I asked him once 
as to the largest amount of money he 
ever made at whist, and he sald that when the 
Southern men were in glory he won 
$20,000 in one day. He w member of the 
old Racket Club years when it was down 
next to the Metropolitan Hotel—twenty-five or 
thirty years ago. For many years he was a 
member of the Union Club, and was once 
guilty of an indiscretion in 1 e at the 
table in the club-house, and waa threatened 
with suspension. He aid not gothere for a very 
long time after that, but later he resumed h 
visits. In the years from 1865 to 1870 he was a 
regalar attendant at the Manhattan Club. 
He was a good whist player, though not 
a first-class one. He was not veryapttoindulge 
in recrimination at a game. No special persons 
formed his whist party. In those days there 
were many whist plane ort Banker, Dean 
Richmond, Farmer Abel, August Belmont, and 
A. W. Classon. He did not de any club after 
1872, I believe. He changed his habits material- 
ly after his second marriage, and didn’t go out 
much in the exening. 

HIS POWER. 

He carried his point many times by the sheer 
weight of his indomitable will and money pow- 
er. A committee of the Legislature once asked 


him why he did not appeal to the power of the 


law. and his answer was, I have got the pow- 
er.“ 9 ‘ 
HIS STOCK OPERATIONS, ° 

If he made money by the rise and fall of 
stocks it was only incidentally and as ne saw 
safe opportunity. His attention was devuted 
to the management of his railroads. He dis- 
tinctly differenced himself from such men as 
Daniel Drew and Jay Gould, and never lost an 
0 ang tocondemn Wall street specula- 
tſons. Hut you buy and sell stock on the 
street, do you not, Mr. Vanderbilt!“ said the 
writer to him on one occasion. Yes,” was the 
reply, but I ray for what I buy, and only sell 
what I have got, and these fellows (the specula- 
vors) don't.“ |

HIS PHYSICAL ACTIVITY. 

As an mstance of how active he was in his 
58th 7. — it is related that in 1852 he was on 
board the steamer Prometheus, of the Nicara- 
gua Line, as she was being moored to her berth 
at Pier No. 4, North River. A single hawser 
had been run from the ship to the pier, but, 
owing to the strong current, the vessel could 
not be moored. The Commodore became impa- 
tient at the delay, and, throwing his cane on the 
dock, swung himself, hand over hand, on the 
hawser from the ship to the pier. Then, pick- 
ing up his cane, he said,“ I was not going to stay 
there all day, and walked slowly up the dock. 

His PREJUDICES. 

Many stories showing his strong prejudices 
and peculiarities in those 2 in regard to his 
business, are told of him. one occasion in 
1862, a Mr. Loper, of Philadelphia, who had 
built a number of propellers, and who was 
— favor of that class of vessels, called 
on the Commodore to try té induce him to use 
propellers instead of side-wheel steamers on 
the Nicaragua Line. He exhibited a mode! to 
the Commodore, and predicted that in ten years 
from that time not a single side-wheel steamer 
would be built, as the propellers were superior 
to them, both in s and economy. After 
hearing all that Mr. Loper had to say, the Com- 
modore said: Ail you say, Loper, may be true, 
but I'L) tell you what I'll do. ou build a pro- 
peller, and I'll buiid one of my wal -beam 
ships, and I'll run you a race from New York to 
Liverpool, ship for ship.“ Mr. Loper did not 
accept the wager, and the Commodore never 
built a propeller. 

HOW HE SIGNED AND PRONOUNCED HIS NAME. 

One of bis peculiarities is that he signs his 
name thus, Van Derbilt,” pronouncing it 
‘*Wanderbilt,” as if written with a W. the old 
Dutch pronunciation of the name.

Mr. David Bradley had offered 
the Association two houses on Morgan street 
between Madison and Washington, at a nomina 
rent. There were sixty feet of ground, witha 
barn. The Association, moreover, had an op- 
portunity to buy these houses for $10,000, pay- 
able in ten years. 

This proposition was discussed at some length. 
Mrs. Dowas, of the Erring Women’s Refuge, put 
the work of that institution in a rather new 
light. She said they. took abandoned women 
and kept them from ong month to twelve, teach- 
ing them many useful things, and striving ear- 
nestlyto reform them. She thought the Refuge 
would be giad to act in conjunction with the As- 
sociation. There were some hopeless, broken- 
down cases, however, which they could not re- 
ceive, and which the county should take care of.

The prospect is now almost definite and 
certain that by this coming spring Chicago will 
have a new through railroad connection with 
the seaboard entirely independent of what 
may now be called the pool lines.” We 
have on several previous occasions called at- 
tention to the facilities possessed by the 
Grand Trunk Railroad of Canada to make 
Chicago its western terminus. It only re- 
mains to fill the gap between Flint and Lan- 
sing in Michigan to make the connection 
complete, and this work is now progressing 
at a rate which promises completion by 
March next. ‘The route will then be from 
Chicago to Valparaiso over the Fort Wayne 
Railway, the right of way having been se- 
cured by lease for a term of years; from 
Valparaiso to Lansing over the road formerly 
known as the Upper Peninsular; from Lan- 
sigg to Flint over the road now in process of 
completion; from Flint to Port Huron (the 
present terminus of the Grand Trunk) 
over the Port. Huron & Lake Michigan 
Road. These branches will be consolidated 
—a total distance of 328 miles—under the 
Grand Trunk management, making Chicago 
the western terminus. This will give Chi- 
cago a pernianent and independent connec- 
tion with Boston and Portland. In addition 
to this, there is a scheme on foot to make 
connections with the Inter-Colonial Road, 
owned by the Dominion of Canada, which 
will make Halifax the eastern terminus of the 
Grand Trunk, and join Halifax and Chicago. 
This connection will be of the utmost im. 
portance to the shipping interests of this 
city, as the interests represented in the 
Grand Trunk are so entirely diverse from 
those of the New York Central, the Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Erie, and the Pennsylva- 
nia Roads, that a pooling arrangement will 
be almost out of the question. Once com- 
pleted, Chicago will be safe even in winter 
during the close of navigation from the 
greed and schemes of the Eastern railroads. 


THE CRONIN JOB.

PUBLIC DEBT AND REVENUE. 

The official statement of the public debt 
at the close of business, Dec. 31, shows adefi- 
cit in the revenue as compared with ex- 
penditures during the month of December of 
$3,585,142. There was a half million deficit 
in November. During the six months from 
July 1 to Dec. 31, 1876, the net reductiot of 
the debt was only $6,513,103. It should be 
remembered that since July 1 last the Govern- 
ment has been running under the greatly-re- 
duced appropriations made at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, and yet, despite these re- 
ductions in expenditures, the Treasury is 
falling behind at present at the rate of forty 
millions a year, from the very natural cause 
of decline in the revenue, especially from 
customs. The falling-off of imports, which 
began several years ago, and especially of 
dutiable goods, continues, and has at last 
reached that point demanding immediate ac- 
tion by Congress, or the Government will be 
driven to the disgraceful measure of borrow- 
ing money in time of peace to pay its cur- 
rent expenditures. We give the compara- 
tive statements of our imports, by which this 
decline in the source of revenue may be 
traced :

Tt will be seen that the decline in imports 
continues, and that the revenue in the year 
ending June 30, 1876, was $9,500,000 leas 
than in 1875; $12,500,000 less than in 
1874; $36,000,000 less than in 1873; and 
$64,500,000 less than in 1872,—or a decline 
of revenue in the four years of $123,500,000. 
Since July the falling-off has continued 
to an increased extent, leaving the Treasury 
without its necessary income. The de- 
cline in revenue for the six months ending 
Dec. 31 will probably amount to $20,000,000, 
compared with the revenne of the first six 
months of the fiscal year 1876. The revenne 
will not be sufficient to meet even the re- 
duced appropriations made by Congress, and 
an addition to the public debt will be inevit- 
able unless there be remedial legislation. 

The failure of the revenue, from the fail- 
ure of imports, is due to the present extraor- 
dinary condition of our tariff. The mer- 
chandise of all nations has suffered a large 
decline in prices. The values of nearly all 
goods have declined, but our enormous tariff 
remains where it was. Thus where an article 
was taxed 50 cents a pound and 10 per cent ad 
valorem, and cost $1 per pound, the tax was 
60 per cent; now that the cost of the article 
has fallen one-half, the rates of duty remain- 
ing the same, the tax is at the rate.of 110 
per cent, and of “course importation of that 
article has ceased. The circumstances of 
the people have changed.

The most complete answer that has yet 
been made to the charge of maladminis- 
tration in KxLL OOO“ Government of Louisi- 
ana is contained in his recent message to 
the Legislature. Four years ago the State 
of Louisiana was in debt $26,000,000, be- 
sides having to carry $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 
of contingent debt. It was claimed, in fact, 
that if the State had all its paper funded, 
the debt in round numbers would amount to 
$35,000,000. A terrible state of financial 
confusion prevailed. It had been shown 
over and over that the native Democrats 
were stealing hand-in-glove with the Re- 
publican carpet-baggers. They were squan- 
dering the public funds in the most reckless 
manner, engaged in the most corrupt 
jobs, issuing fraudulent bonds without 
limit and selling them right and 
left, and bulldozing the public credit 
in the most shameless manner. Whatever 
else may be said against Gov. KTG. it 
must be acknowledged by all candid men that 
he turned over a new leaf in this matter, and 
that his Administration since that time can- 
not be charged with wasting the resources 
of the State or with excessive taxation. It 
has successfully reduced expenditures, has 
sifted out the fraudulent indebtedness, and 
has scaled the debt of.$35,000,000 down to 
$11,500,000, and reduced taxation from 
$7,500,000 to $4,000,000. In New Orleans 
also the same gratifying change in its fiscal 
condition has taken place. Four years ago 
it was loaded with twenty mve millions of 
debt, which has been reduced nearly one-half 
by squeezing the frauds out of it. The follow- 
ing extract from the message also gives an- 
other answer to the charge that the State has 
not prospered under his Government. Speak- 
ing of production, he says: 

The crops made in the State during the present 
year are computed at 450,000 bales of cbtton. 
186,000 hogsheads of sugar, 364,000 barrels of 
molasses, and 270,000 barrels of rice, with more 
than sufficient corn to supply all the home de- 
mands. These figures are exciusive of other pred- 
ucts, which. being added, make a total value of 
between $55, 000, 000 and $60, 000, 000. 

This is certainly a magnificent showing for 
a State with less than a million of popula 
tion. By whom has this result been accom- 
plished? Certainly not by white labor to 
any appreciable extent. This addition to 
the wealth of Louisiana is the result mainly 
of free colored labor. The whites as a rule 
do not work. They live for politics, and 
sustain themselves upon the labor of the 
negroes. Out of the total of sixty millions, 
fully fifty millions have been produced by the 
negroes whom the whites have persecuted, 
intimidated, tortured, whipped, shot, and 
bulldozed on account of their politics. The 
figures in Gov. KLLodd's address speak for 
themselves, and add to the credit of the Gov- 
ernor for the successful effort, aided by the 
colored labor of the State, in rescuing Louis- 
iana from financial ruin. 


TILDEN’S PATENT THUNDER. 

The eighth of January, 1877, is to be made 
the occasion for a demonstration to fire the 
Democratic heart.

STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

The twelve public institutions receiving State 
aid, have lived within theirincome. At the close 
of the fiscal year, each had a surplus on hand—a 
condition of our public institutions unprecedented 
in the history of the State. 

The twenty-ninth General Assembly provided 
for the location and the erection of a permanent 
building for the Lilinois Asylum for Feeble- Minded 
Children. The Commissioners appointed by me 
under the act located the institution at Lincoln, in 
Logan County, 4 location of great uty, and 
convenient to water end fuel.

THE UNIVERSITIES. 

The Illinois Industrial University was established 
28 to an act of Congress approved July 2, 

862. In accepting of this act, the 
State assumed to provide for the use of the Unver- 
sity the necessary buildings, and to keep the same 
in preservation and repair. 
ing much to advance the industrial interests of the 
State, by making education, as is the age, practical 
and useful, After ten years of severe labor, it stands 
to-day foremost among the industrial schools of the 
country, and its exhibits at the Centennial Exposi- 
tion ranked awong the educational exhibits of all 
lands. The two Normal Universities are important 
aids to the system of free education. They fur- 
nish a co of drilled teachers for our common 
schools. have made 5 a profession, 
and given to that profession intelligence, charac- 
ter, and influence. In my opinion, the State can- 
not better advance its educational interests and 
elevate the standard of ite free schools than by 
the maintenance of its Normal Universities: and I 
commend them to the special favor of an intelli- 
gent legislature.

It coins 
silver at a ratio to gold of 16 to 1, instead of 15% 
to 1, as now prevailing in France and the other 
States inthe Latin Union, and Holland, and, in- 
directly, in Germany and India. The Latin Union 
and Holland have already brought the coining of 
silver almost to a standstill on account of the sil- 
ver demonetization by Germany, and Germany, of 
course, will maintain the ratio of 15% to 1 only as 
a temporary convenience, while that part of her 
silver which has not been withdrawn continues to 
circulate. If the United States: begin the use of 
silver at 16 to 1,—that is, if this country cheapens 
silver in its coinage 3 per cent below the present 
Governmental ratio, its use would be entirely 
abandoned sbroad, the price would fall lower than 
has ever yet been the case, and this country would 
become the receptacle for ali the discarded silver. 
The members of the Latin Union could not adopt 
the ratio Of 16 to 1 with us, as that would entail a 
lose of 8 per cent on their immense stock of silver. 
They would rather, Mr. Walker argues, 
give up silver altogether and take up the 
gold standard. In this way all the depreciated 
and depreciating silver in Europe beyond 
their requirements for subsidiary money would 
find ite only. market in the United States, and 
would flood it. These are Mr. Walker's views. 
One cardinal point he does not touch. A demand 
from the silver European nations for gold would 
‘aise its price tosucha figure that it would be much 
more profitable for them to cleave to their silver 
than to persist in adopting gold. The loss on such 
purchases of gold as they would have to make to 
pay the interest on their debts and supply the place 
of demonetized silver would be much greater than 
the 3 per cent lost on their present stocks of sil- 
ver by adopting the ratio used by the United States.

MR. AND MRS. SWIFT. 

THEIR EXPERIENCES OF THE ACCIDENT. 
Interest in the terrible raliroad disaster at 
Ashtabula Friday night last has not yet sub- 
sided, and persons in this city are still anxious 
to hear from the scene of the wreck. Many be- 
lieve they had friends on the ill-fated train 
from whom no tidings will evercome. The 


gult has swaflowed them, and no visible rem- 


nant of them remains for identification. Yes- 
terday morning Mr. and Mrs. Foster E. Swift, 
who narrowly escaped death, arrived at the 
Tremont House. Mr. Swift was formerly clerk 
in the Lindell Hotel, St. Louis, and he comes to 
Chicago to fill a similar position in the Tremont 
House under Manager Jewett Wilcox. Mr. 
Swift and wife had come from North Adams, 
Mass., where they had been visiting their fami- 
ly. They were in the sleeping-coach Palatine, 
from which all the passengers were ga ved, 
though all more or less injured. Mr. Swift was 
struck on the head by a piece of timber and 
rendered senseless. He and his wife, Mr. Brew- 
ster, of Rochester, N. V., and Mr. George A. 
White in section No, 1, and were play- 
ing a (whist when the accident occurred. 
Mr. Brewster and Mr. White spraug into the 
aisle, Mr. Brewster having one of his legs 
crushed and his head badly cut. Mrs. 
Swift was terribly bruised ut the low- 
er limbs and side, aud received some interna! 
hurts. She is too ill to leave her bed. Sheis a 
plucky little lady, and bears up well under the 
terrible mental and physical strain which the 
excitement of the acvident bad occasioned. Her 
husband’s face is somewhat bruised. His shoul- 
der also is hurt and his right arm at present al- 
most useless.

‘* lay down.” Mr. Platen had had good success 
until last summer, and had accumulated, it is said, 
considerable wealth. The breaking up of the coal 
combination, however, struck him a hard blow, 
and he lost $8,000 in a lump by the decline of $2. 50 
a ton on anthracite. On every sold since, so one 
of his employes states, he has lost 50 cents. While 
he did fairly in the wood and in the compocnting 
line, there Was no money in the sales, an 
every day added to his embarrassment. On the 
16th ult., while in his store early in the moruing, 
two men entered. One held him, and the other 
took from hie pocket $1,000 in greenbacks. The 
money represented his receipts on the day vi- 
ous, he having neglected to make a deposit in the 
bank. When informed of the robbery, the police 
shook their heads, and intimated that twe men 
didn’t get the money. The neighbors aleo were 
inclined to regard Platen's statement as very thin, 
bat there was nothing in the man's past life to jus- 
tify any euch innuendo. 

One of his creditors is the Northwestern Trans- 
ar and Coal Company, of Detroit. He owes 
hem $4,560.30. They received notice to attend 
a meeting of creditors on the 30th alt., and im- 
mediately replevined 1. 680 tone of coal on the 
Wharf at the foot of Fifth s North Branch, 
which they had recently sold to Platen, and a part 
of which had not been unloaded from the vessels. 
The ground upon which this action is based is 
frand—Platen having purchased the coal, as 
alleged, when he knew he was insolvent. 

THS OTHER CREDITORS, 

whose aggregate claims are in the neighborhood of 
5100, 000, met on the list inst. Mr. Platen 
made them a proposition to settle for 50 
cents on the dollar—10 per cent in cash, 

and 10 per cent in three, four, five, and 
six months. They considered the matter for a day, 
and ata meeting Wednesday decided to accept it. 
The coal company, however, refuse to compromise, 
and as their consent to the arrangement is impor- 

tant an effort was made yesteraay to bring their 
representatives around. It a believed to have 
been unsuccessful. Their 1 have advised 
them that the replevin suit will hold, and they will 
doubtless conclude to take the chances rather than 
voluntarily give up half of their claim. The case 
comes up for adjudication next default day, —Feb. 
5. Whether the other creditors will continue satis- 
fied remains to be seen. Thus far there seems to 
be no disposition to put Mr. Platen through bank 
ruptcy.

NOTHING YET HEARD OF HIM. 

The whereabouts of Nelson E. Swartwont, late 
cashier at the agency of the tus Life Insurance 
Company of Hartford, are still anknown, and his 
continued absence without explanation is shaking 
the confidence of his friends in his integrity. They 
always regarded him as thoroughly honest, and can 
hardly believe he le a defaulter, but his sudden de- 
parture and the suspicions of Mr. T. C. Day. the 
General Agent, that his accounts have been doc- 
tored to cover misappropriations of money, have 
opened their eyes. If he has stolen the money of 
the Company they cannot imagine what he has 
done with it. He was not fast in any respect, 
though he always lived well. Besides, they think, 
ifhe has taken anything, the amonnt must be 
small, since the system of checks is so complete 
that it would be next to impossible, unless he 
were an unusually astute rogue, te e a 
large sum or even small ones for any 
considerable length of time, without discovery. It 
is not really known as yet that he has embezzled 
any funds, as his books have not been examined; 
and it will be a week or ten days before anything 
definite can be ascertained rding his accounts. 
Mr. “gf is now making up his annual statement. 
When this is completed the books will be placed in 
the hands of an expert for examination. There is 
a ramor, not traceable, however, to any reliable 
source, that Mr. Swartwout is in Hartford in con- 
eultation with the officers of the Company, and 
awaiting the annual statement. If this were true, 
his intimate friends would certainly have been 
notified, and relieved of their anxiety as to his 
safety. Itisknown that he contemplated pur- 
chasing, in connection with a gentleman named 
Hunt, an interest in the Chi Agency, and for 
this purpese paid Mr. Jay 51. 000 on 
account. The latter gave his note 
for the amount, and subsequently refunded 

: It was this note with others for $600 which 
was found in Mr. Swartwout's private box. The 
question was asked yesterday if he was a defaulter 
why did be not negotiate these notes? No one 
could answer, but several said perhaps he tried to 
realize on them but was unsuccessful. The sug- 
gestion that he has been foully dealt with ie not 
entertained now, and his frie are awaiting the 
result of the accountant’s labors to learn whether 
their confidence in him was misplaced.
